construction. 

The three engines on dis- 
play were the six-evlinder, in- 
line, model 3406; the eight- 
cvlinder, vee-form, 3408; and 
the 12-cylinder, vee-form, 
3412. All have a cylinder bore 


of 5.40 in. and stroke of 6.00 
in. 

The 3408, 3408 and 3412 
have displacements of 893, 
1099 and 1649 cu. in. respec- 
tively. 

Caledonian initially dealt 
in Caterpillar earth moving 
and construction equipment, 
but moved into the fishing 
boat market in the early 
1960a when a number of Scot- 
tish vessels were re -engined 
with Cat units. 

Some of the earliest of 
these were a 180 hp engine 
fitted to the Wick seiner 


Bunilidh Braes and a 380 hp 
model for the 80ft.

Among newly-built vessels 
to be fitted with Cat engines 
in the early 1960s were 
Argonaut II, built at 
Anstruther for Skipper Davie

hp engine. 

In more recent years larger 
units have been introduceoto 
cater for the demands of pair 
trawlers and purBe seiners. 

In 1972. models of 860 hp 
were fitted to the 80ft. wood- 
en boats Kallista and Aquila 
which were built bv J. and G. 
Forbes and Co. of Sandhaven 
for skippers George Watt and 
James Slater.

The money is collected — 
usually from the same 
Plymouth bank — by armed 
guards and then the 
fishermen spend it as they 
will in the city’s shops ana 
bars. 

"The traders in Plymouth 
are very pleased to see them," 
observed Mr. Phillips. "There 


would be a marked effect on 
Plymouth’s economy if they 
went elsewhere.” 

He estimated that 
withdrawals of £3,000 a time 
were made up to 250 times a 
year by the Communist 
visitors — which amounts to 
an annual economy boost of
